Ho urged that 
it is easeniial to a free cooatituilon that the 
people abould have a right- ao oolivo right- 
to participate in the Government. Union 
with British Columbia waa tthcted upon a 
miirepresaotation ol the deairo tell for thai 
coBSummuliofi by the community of Ibis 
Islfthd. That misrepresentation was, that 
tbey wished it- in tbe words of Lord Uarear- 
Ton-eveo st the aacrifice of their represent- 
alive inaiituiions. Tbis waa an unfair, moat 
unfair ooqcIusioo drawn by bis lordship by 
the oxeroiso of iogicuity— mischievous and 
dliaslroua to the people, thongb not incuo~ 
lietent with tbo terms of the address and 
telegrams about union by tba mambera ol 
the Legislative Assembly.

While giving tbe ofTioiul membora credit lor 
voting Bocordi g to ibeir ooovictions, be 
thought it would lorm a nice study lo ac- 
couni for this remarkable coincidence. 

Hon Holbrook auggesied, in telation to 
popular nuembers ot the Executive Council, 
that probubly tbe best way would ha to up 
point two of our principal merchants to the 
seats wiihoat reference to Iho Legislative 
Ouunoil at all.

Hon Wood would support a second readiug, 
but oppose certain details. 

Hon Drake would oppose the bill, the prin- 
ciples of which wen- very Rood in tho abstract, 
but they went too far. Authority to magis- 
trates to take rafaBuroa to uiuird against epi- 
demics waa, hu couceived, all lhat waa neces- 
sary. Tho Act of the V. I. Lpfjif''^' ure had 
been found impractlcaljle, and bo would this. 

Hon Cairall thoui^ht that tho arbitrary 
powers iu tho bill constituted its very charm. 
Small pox had ragod furiously iu Portland and 
San Francisco, for waut of such a bill. 

Hon Davie would support the bill, and bo 
thought lhat bon membera would not be com- 
mitting a miatake lo doing so. 

Tbe bill was read a second time, and or- 
dered to Oommitteo on Wednesday.

plaue& ) 

Mr Dods propoaed tho health of ' The 
Legislative Council,' and Iba Mayor being 
called on to reply, said he would be aabamed 
to belong to a selected body such as our 
Council ia. He had once been in tho Legis- 
latuto, but it waa a free body and ihe mem- 
bers were elected [cheers]. Ha would judne 
of the Oouocil's acts alter its labors had 
ended ; up to ibis tioae it bad dooa little to 
merit approbation.

Such is the inde- 
pHodonce of Scotchmen that it is difficult lo 
do thetn any good, and Ibe two eoeietiea tiad 
E«arcbed witli desperate energy for a whole 
year and only found ono man willing to ac- 
cept their aid — and that man waa a woman ! 
[Uproarious laughtei] In oonclading, his 
lordship trusted tbey would always have the 
game didioaity to struggle with, and wus 
loudly cheered on resuming bis seat.

How many 
lives might.bave been fpared bad the city 
been kept decently clean before an epidemic 
was engendered, no one can tell, but it is 
manifest that, as matters are now managed, 
we are paying a fearful price for the oare- 
lessnees, negleot and indifference to Ibe gOD" 
eral welfare which prevails.' 

East Side Bailkoad Ofbbationb. — The 
Oregon Enterprise, learns that Mr W W 
Sheldon reports Mill No 2 now cutting upon 
an average of 1,100 lies per day, or at the 
rate of from 3G,Oro to 40,000 feet of lomber 
daily.
